inspiration.

story, 
robbed perforce of all the inimitable 
features of the telling peculiar to Mark

Taney 
received this 
statement 
from Key's own lips, who-- 
told him that lie had written his poe: 
in a a moment of excitement, when the 
enemy was retreating to their ships. 
The weeks following this great vic- 
tory were very proud ones to the 
Baltl-morcan- s, 
for though at the bombard- 
ment were troops from Pennsylvania, 
and Virginia, tho great burden of tho 
engagement was borno by Baltimore 
men. 
The strain, 
however, 
of that 
great fight, and the dreadful responsi 
bility of the occasion, 
were too much 
for Col. 
Armistead. It left him with 
an affection of the heart from which 
he died four years later, in his adopted, 
city, Baltimore. 
He knew, even 
nftcr-t- he 
victory was gained, that some

emy might 
press 
against 
him tho 
charge of disobedience to his superior 
officer, and if this had been done 
ht 
have led to other complication, 
but as "nothing succeeds like success,"" 
everything was forgotten 
in a generar 
rejoicing. 
The flag was presented to Lieut Col. 
George Armistead by the government. 
It bears upon ono of its stripes his 
name and the date of tho bombard- 
ment in his own handwriting. 
At his. 
death he bequeathed it to his widow, 
who left it to her daughter, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Stuart Applcton. 
When lira. Ap 
pleton died it was bequeathed to 
her-so- n, 
in whose possession it now is. 
The banner 
is 
thirty-tw-

feet long; 
by twenty-nin-

feet wide. 
In all prob- 
ability it was originally forty feet long 
and its great width 
is due to the fact 
of its having fifteen stripes instead of 
thirteen. 
In color it is almost 
as it was some 
eighty-fou- r 
years 
ago, but the bunting 
has become very 
worn, and some twenty years since it 
was stitched 
on canvas to insure its 
preservation. 
It will be observed that 
there is 
one 
large 
hole it, where & 
bombshell passed through it, and it is 
torn in other places by fragments of 
shell. 
It will also be noticed that there 
a large piece 
out of one corner, 
as if cut 
This, I believe, really 
was-don- e, 
as I remember hearing from my 
mother that a brave soldier, who had 
served under her father, on his death- 
bed wrote and requested 
Mrs. Armi- 
stead to let him have a piece to wrap 
around his dead body. 
The request 
was complied with, but it cn be read- 
ily understood that now the flag must-b- 
preserved from all such spoliation 
from relic hunters and from loaning 
it-o- n 
any occasion save where it would bai-o- f
